A special general meeting of tho 
Board of Trade was held in their 
rooms. Bank of Britiah Columbia build- 
ing, at 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
I'lieio were present the president, Mr. 
Robert Ward," in 'tlie chair, and 
•Messrs. E. Crow Baker, M.l'., Col. 
K. (i. Prior, M.l'., Thomas Earle, J. H. 
Todil, M. .Strousa, li. A. McQuade, 
11. i;. Croasdaile, Wm. C. Ward, 
A. \V. .Jones, I). W. Biggins, M.P.P.,

The niinnles of the annual geiieriil 
mceling were read and approved. The 
president stated that tile present special 
iiieeliiig had lieell ealleil at the reiiuest 
of the eoiiiieil lo take into coiisiileralioii 
llie ipieslioii of the China and .lapan 
mail service. It was not necessary for 
him lo go into the ijiu'stion very fully, 
lie reviewed the liistory of liie alteiiipts 
niaile by the Board to have N'icloi iii or 
ICsiiiiiiiiidt iiiaih^ a port of call in Ihe 
i-veiit of a subsidy lieing given the Ori- 
ental steamship line. I'eisoiially he 
exhausted every ctlorl lo have \'ictoria 
receive her juHl rights in this respect. 
He had been assured on very reliable 
authority that the Dominion (loverii- 
inent had been remisa in stating this 
matter to the Imperial (Jovernmcnt, as 
Victoria had a right to expect from the 
promises made by the Dominion Govern- 
ment. 

He read a calilegram received fnnii 
a member of tlie Imperial House staling 
that no provision had lieeii iiiaile in the 
.Subsidy bill for the calling of tlie steaiii- 
era at Victoria or Katpiimalt. 

A letter received from tlie same gentle- 
man contained the information thai the 
bill was brought up in the Knglisli par- 
liament at one o'clock in the morning 
and accordingly rushed through. 

The matter was brought up to show 
how the Dominion Govennnent had ueg- 
loctoil Victoria's interests, and to obtain 
the wishes of the Board in regard tu 
future action. 

Mr. K. Crow Bakersaidthat although 
he was absent from the Hpuso for some 
time last session, the interests of Vic- 
toria had been as well attended 
to by Mr. Prior iia if he had been 
there (o woi k willi liim. While 
al Ottawa lie had interviewed the I'osl- 
niasler-lieiieral, who, while claiming 
that the Doiiiiiiion government could not 
make it arbilrary thai \'icloria or Ksipii- 
malt should he made a. port of call, ae- 
i|iiiesceil that \'icloria was enlilleii to 
have the steamers call. The noiiiinion 
governmeiil, eiiiitribiiliiig only a very 
small portion of the anbsidy, had not a 
very strong voice in iicgol iat ing the 
terms of cniitract with the steamship 
company. All li.e i .'pi cseiit.ilives of 
liriliah Coliunbia in the 1 iDiiiiiiiiui house 
were in ftivor of asubsiily bciiiggraiited, 
but all were not in favor of liaviiig \'ii;- 
toriii made ii port of call. The two 
island iiicinbera couhl not properly vote 
against the E;i-,uiliug of tlie subsidy at 
all becauae tho olauso which lliey ilo- 
sired to see was not inserted in the hill. 
The two mcnibers were not in a posi - 
tion to carry their wislies in the house, 
and could only lake what was given 
them, and keep calling for more. 

Lieut. -Col. Prior, on being calleil 
upon, said lli.it al thu last session all 
llin British Columbia meinhers used 
their iitmosl endeavors lo secure tho 
subsidy, and while not supporting n 
.•lau.HO making the calling of steamers at 
\'ieloriaobligatory, the .Mainland mcm- 
bers olTered no objection to such u 
clause, and supported it, if thu ualling 
at Victoria would not delay tho 
sieainers. Ho ,rovlow'ed brielly tho 
pi omiaus that had boon made by thu 
l)oniinlou Oovcrnlnent to support Vic- 
toria's ititei eslH, and also read reportoil 
apeechcs niailc by him and by the mem- 
ber for Queens, P. K. I., Mr. DavicB, 
when tlie (piestion of tlie atenmcrH" call- 
ing came up at the laal aeaslon of the 
Doiiiiiiiiin Par liament. Tho amundnicnt 
olleicd by Mr. Davios, a«)(iug .for, the 
correspondence to be bipUgllt I'liloWl) , 
and providing that N'ietoria inUSt bt 
liiailo a pot t of call, did not come to 
a Mile. If il had he would certainly 
have voted with Mr. Daviea. He Iwd 
a distiuot promise tu writing from Sir 



John Macdoiialil stating that .Sir (Miarles 
Tiipper had been instructed to repre- 
sent Victoria's interests strongly >" the 
frail. ing of the contracls. 

Mr. F. .S. Barnard wished to ho in- 
formed whatr proofs the Board had that 
Sir Charles Tupper had not made these 
reiireaentations. 

Tho Proaideiil replied that a 
letter had been n iil fn ni a 
member of the Imiierial Uoiisu 
stating that no representatfons 
hail boon made either to the admiralty 
or tho cimncellor of tho cxelieiincr. 

Mr. Higgins expressed the opinion 
that Ihe representntiona had not been 
made. 

Mayor Grant had alao received priv- 
ate information that Sir Cliarlea Tupper 
liail not done anything in regard to 
pressing Victoria'a just claima upon tho 
Imperial government. 

Mr. Barnard said that he had had a 
talk with Sir John on tbo day beforo he 
left Ottawa. .Sir John hc.d pressed \'ic- 
toria's claims before Sir Arthur Black- 
hurn, who declared that the Imperial 
government would not tliiiik of insoi t- 
iiig a clau.se making the calling ol 
steiimors compulsory. The object of 
giving a anbsid;^ was to lojaen the time 
of conimuuication between Canada and 
.lapan. 

Me. .1. H. Todd thought that the 
leprcseiitalives of this city should give 
Sir .loliii Macdouald to iinilerstand that 
lliey would not give liiin their sup- 
piii I unless \'icloria's interests were pro- 
tected.

London, Sept 15.— The w(>rknien of 
London held a monster domonatration 
ill Hyde Park tliis afternoon to cele- 
brate the victory of the Loiidoii dock 
l.ihorors, in finally securing from the 
dock directors almost every concession 
for which they contended during tho 
horoio struggle of the past month. Jno. 
Burns was of courso the chief speaker, 
and when he iwose lo address tho audi- 
ence he was greeted with deafening 
cheers, and ao groat was the enthusiasm 
that for full five minutes Mr. Burns was 
compelled t<i sUmd In aeknowledgeniont 
of the ovations, and unable to utter a 
word for the deafening aliouta which 
rent the air. NN'hcn the men doaiatcd, 
and a measure ol ipiiet was restored. 
Burns delivered what was evidently 
a carefully prepared speech, showing 
more than ordinary thought and atudy. 
Ife decUred that t he strike, now so hap- 
pily concluded, was only the preliminary 
skirmish with which was to bo opened a 
great hallle yet to come. Tho federa- 
tion of labor wouhl forthwith be organ- 
ized throughout Kiiglund, and this work 
once eompleteil war would be carried 
into Africa. Thanks to the whole-- oivi* 
lizeil worlil were due for tho contribu- 
tors to the strikers. Every penny of 
the fund, he aaid, would he accounted 
for by tho East End union, under whose 
direction it had been distributed. Burns 
ami his wife, while walking in the 
Strand to-day, wore recognized, ami to 
escape the attentions which Wore sllbw- 
ereil upon them by the crowds wtlich 
lined the streets, they were com- 
pelled lo seek [ridiige in an omnibus. 
In this way they escaped the immeiliate 
proximity of the crowila, but many fol- 
lowed the 'bus for several 8(|uares, send- 
ing up cheers for BHrns and his plucky 
littlo wife. There ia still some siibdiieil 
growling among the men because the 
strike committee eonscnteil to defer the 
date of tlie advance of wages until No- 
vember 4lli, but il is heard cliiclly 
among those whose iiiinle of living has 
heeii iiialerially iin])roved by idlenesa 
and their share of the relief fund. I'he 
more resi)ectable of the laborers appear 
to bu conteiilud with the siliKilion. Tlio 
dock directors claim llicy have now 
4,000 men at work nl the docks, and 
under the terms of the compioiiiise those 
iiioii are to be retaiiieil. A meeting has 
been arraugeil for to-morrow night, at 
which the Lord .Mayor, Cardiuu Man- 
ning, Burnaaud Tillet will be speakers.

EJJl TOIUAL COMMENTS. 

We .see in the newspapers some very 
singular atateiiifiiita respecting tbe sani- 
tary condition of ( 'harlottetown, IM'l.J. 
Tlie Mailjiii a recent issue says "the sew- 
erage ia depositeil into huge wells dug in 
various parts of the city. These Wells 
are not very remote from tho wells 
which supply water." These statenienta 
are incorrect in two very importanl 
particulars. 'I'lie lirst is, that there are 
no huge sewerage wells in or near the 
city ; and the .seciuiil is, that Chttriotte- 
lowii does not depend upon wells for its 
water supply. It gets an abundant 
supply of the purest water brought into 
it from s|)ringH situated some three miles 
from its eeiitrc. ,So far from having 
"huge wella" dug iu the city as recep- 
tacles of the sewerage, the Corporation 
ordered all old pits to be cleaned and 
filled, and forbade the excavation of new 
ones. Cliarlotteto\vn is a very healthy 
town, and its city goverimieiit is deter- 
iiiiiieil to keep it so, by providing it at a 
very heavy ex|)eiise wilh an abundant 
aiijiply of excellent water, and passing 
oiilinaiiees to prevent tho acoun.tUation 
of Hlth of all kinds. It has ns yet no 
drainage system, but, no doubt, that 
will be its next improvement. 

TiiKUU is talk of inakingJohn L. Sulli- 
van a member of ilie United States House 
of Ri-proseiitatives. Why not? 'I'liat 
ia a small honor for so great a miiii.

I iliav^ met; wittai very few unmarried 
ladies who have not appeared to me to feel, 
after tho ago of thirty, that thoir oxistoncc 
WHS thoroughly comfortloss and wretched, 
writes an "Old Mnid" in tho Now York 
Lcdf^or. Many have I heard express them- 
selves thus openly; and that such is the 
. fact , con - very . easily be learned by a n nc- 
j^iirate observer of the human oountcuiiiK e. 
tibisiklso 'certain that three out of every hvo 
of tfie younR ladies ot the present dav must 
remain unmarried, because so many young 
men' think they can not exist on less than 
two thousand a year when married ; and 
how few men there are with two thousand ii 
year compared with thenumbor of young 
ladies m the country I There are sometimes 
flvo, six, eight girls in one family; gener- 
ally all tolerably pretty, and most of f them 
pleasing and accomplished womeur-many 
possessing talents of no ordinai-y stamp- 
yet, perhaps, in our drawing-rooms these 
lovely and accomplished bebiga are com- 
pletely neglected by the other sex, "be- 
cmtso'* (I must repeat the sentiments I 
hiivo heard from thousands of young men 
of faslilon) "I never talk to girls. Idarenot 
))ay attention to unmarried womeni because 
I am not 11 nun rviriK man; my friend, — — , 
flirted with sn-and-sn, and wos accused of 
behaving iinpropLTly. I don't like to ex- 
cite false hopes ; I shall never marry, unless 

I can find a wife with at least two or three 
thousand a year, because I am much richer 
unnnirricd with tho amall fortuno I luivi.'." 

It is of no U30 to qiiiirivl with tlii> stiitt! ot 
soc^ioty as it IS at prps(nit cuiistifitcd, fci' 
we can not alter it; but 1 tliinlt il iiiiKlit Ih' 
biMU'lli'iiil to fjive u few liiiils on tlu! ihIvu'u 
tion of wdiiiiMi, which niit;hl pi'rliaps l)o 
useful in iirocurin;; them, in a static of 
siufjlo blessc{!ness, as it is very falsely 
called, a ^''^-'ater share of happiness, or a 
less load of misery, than thoy at present ap- 
pear to mo to possess after the awful age of 
thirty. 

A trirl at thirty is called an old maiil. She 
goes to a ball, and (iPuerally sits neglected 
all tae evenin;,'', or daneo with some gentle- 
man who lias been asked often to dine at 
her father's house, and wlio, i)erhaps, re- 

marhs: "Miss is rather jiiis.w— a noiiil 

olil (^irl— and 1 must do niy duty tliere; unit 
now I shall dance with the lieautiful Miss 

." Jly heart always bleeds for the 

unirt ilicat ions 1 see endured by these pmu 
old frirls continually. Tliero aro cerlaiiily 
some siiiKle women whose talents havo made 
them as nuu^h considered in society as I hey 
oiiKht to be; but, then, I have trenerally ob- 
served that lliej' havo fortunes, or have 
had ndvuntngos above others to briny; them 
into notice, and to give to tho natural ambi 
tion of tho human species some scope of 
action. 

I will suppose a case in which there nre 
four girls— a moderate proiwrlioii in one 
fomily— and t wo son s; and I will suppose 
their father possosscs live thousand a year. 
I will Rupijose one of tho four young lad ii^s 
very pretty, one tolerablj' pretty and the 
otlier two rather plain. They have been ed- 
ucated, in all probabilit.v, as the greater 
proportion of Americiin girls are. first of 
all they go every Sunday to church, and are 
moderately rich, perfectly honorable, up- 
right and well principled. It is only for 
their own happiness that 1 would propose 
any change in tlie education of a class for 
whom I entertain so high a respect. 

These four young Indies have all been 
brought up with the idea that they will be- 
come wives and mothers, and are taught to 
cherish these natural affections which, if by 
some remote chance one out of the four ever 
does marry, will make her so amiable and 
lovely as a married woman. They are all 
allowed to read modern novels, at least all 
such as are conslderfd to have a moral 
tendency. Now, I maintain that there is 
scarcely oneof these works which does not 
impress any young woman with the idea 
that happiness can alone be found in love 
and marriage. 

The heroine is very amiable and perfect, 
surriKinded with admirers, all contending 
for till' hcninrs of her least, notice; but where 
is the novel which represents four \>oor. 
pretty, unnoticed jrirls, who are destined 
to pass their young years without so much 
as one admirer amongst them! Year 
after year passes- their bloom and 
beauty fade— and my four lovely and 
accomplished warm-hearted beings, hav- 
ing seen all their youthful castles 
fall one by one, become listless and 
unha|i(iy. They havo little in ]ifi> to in- 
terest 1 li"ni ; one dies of a com plaint I'f t lie 
sniio' ; another lives many years (ui ai'rT.v- 
rout and <^alf's-f"ot jelly, and is eii ve!(ip.-(t in 
llaiiiiel even in July ; a third is uiuha- the 
care of a Dr. 8. for indigesiion ; and, pi'r- 
he-iis, the fourth, who is inado of tougiier 
materials and born with less feeling than 
the iilliers -or, perhaps, from having sorue- 
tliing to occupy lier niind. in preparing the 
arm w-niot for one sister and ordering tlu' 
hard dumplings |n-epared by Dr. .S. for the 
ot hi.'r - uul lives her sorrows and disappoint- 
ments; and, if sho takes an interest m her 
biother's children, or a share in their edu- 
catinii, (ir in something which gives vent to 
those affei'tioiis which are implanted by 
nature in tlie breast of woman, she becomes 
happy. 

This, then, .ippears to mo to bo the se- 
cret I'll) much neglected in feiiialo eilura 
liini. Ti'ach the girls, by all means, thai 
one great soiirc-e of happiness consists in 
l!ie iiidulfi-nce of virtuiius affection ; but 
do nut leach them that there is no affciction 
capable of producing this happiness i?x 
i-i-pl sih'h as may be fell for a lover or liiis- 
iiaiid. If the heart be proi>crly regiilatei; 

II may take a warm and sulllcieiiliv i-n- 
gi-ossmg interest in many objei-ts less iati- 
niatciy connected witli it. ilarriage is n 
B d lottery, and, at tlie best, is a stale lul 
of cares and anxieties. FroeJom and inde 
pendence ought not to be lightly paiwd 
with, or set down as possessions of linle 
value. 

SOME BOSTON WAYS. 

Tha Weloomn Extended to a Soutliern
